Sait Lake, City, Utah—I. L. Wil-| 
liamson, State High School Inspector, 
has submitted to the state board of 
education a report in which he calls 
into question the constitutionality of | 
the maintenance by the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints of 
seminaries, both in and out of public 
school buildings, in Utah, outside of 
Salt Lake City. 

“The time has arrived,” the report| 
says, “when the whole question of the) 
relationship of seminaries to the pub- 
lic schools should receive careful and 
thoughtful consideration. It should 
be emphatically reiterated that the 
problem is purely a constitutional, ed- 
ucational and financial one and does 
not involve in anyway the question of 
religious beliefs, which is a personal 
matter, or the importance of religious 
education.” 

“That the spirit, and perhaps the 
letter, of the constitution is violated 
by the practice of giving credit in the 
public schools for something which | 
the constitution prohibits being’ 
taught there, and of making religious 
education an indirect burden on the) 
public taxpayer, is only the opinion of 
a layman,” the report continued. “It 
is sufficient to raise the question and) 
suggest the ease with which the point | 
might be settled by the state judic-. 
lary.” 

“The problems referred to grow out 
of the existence of religious seminar- 
ies maintained in close proximity to, 
and intimately associated with, pub- 
lic high schools in the State of Utah.” 

Mr. Williamson ‘points ~out~ that 
prior to 1907, secondary education in 
Utah was furnished largely by the 
Church of Latter-Day Saints, “there | 
being at that time only four public) 
high schools in the entire state offer-| 
ing a full four-year course.”

John Huss Judged 
By Anti-Pope, Not 
Vicar of Christ 


Prague—The conflict of John Huss, 
the 15th Century heretic, with the 
Church has been revived in the press 
here by a sensational article written 
by Father August Scherzer, a Domini- 
can of Olmutz, in the Deutsche Presse. 
Father Scherzer throws an entirely 
new light on the subject, pointing out 
the fact—hitherto generally overlook- 
ed—that the paths of Huss and those 


of the legitimate Pope never crossed. 


The whole conflict, as it developed 


historically, occurred beyond the obed- | 


ience of the legitimate Pope, Gregory 
XII. Father Scherzer states that Huss 
would not have committed an act of re- 
ligious' disobedience had he refused to 
go to Constance where, in 1415, the 
Council declared him to be a heretic, 
and the secular authorities burned him 
at the stake. 

Huss was judged by the anti-Pope 


_John XXIII, it is pointed out, and was 


summoned to Constance by Emperor 
Sigismund, with the consent of the 
anti-Pope. Father Scherzer answers 
the possible contention that the per- 
sons whom Huss opposed were repre- 
sentatives of the Church, stating that 
schismatics like John XXIII can never 
be called “representatives of the 
Church.” 

This remarkable article is receiving 
attention from both the Czech and 
German press here, as this aspect of 
the Huss question has never been em-

Frank M. Sullivan, Origina- 
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tor of Plan, Declares 6,000 


ie eae in U. S. Now 
Are Using It Successfully 
—Tells Benefits From Use 
of System. 


Washington—The Do 
Club movement, begun 6bleven years 
ago, now affects 6,000 of the 12.000 
churches in the United States. and 
will be universal in another five years, 
Frank M. Sullivan, of Seattle. Wash., 
its originator, declared recently in an 
interview here. Mr. Sullivan was in 
Washington on his annual tour of the 
country, during which he usually at- 
tempts to visit cities where the Dollar- 
a-Sunday Clubs are functioning. 

The Dollar-a-Sunday Club is a 
loosely-knit organization, without 
membership blanks or initiation fees, 
which has as its sole purpose the mak- 
ing of the country “dollar conscious,” 
Mr. Sullivan said. He declared that 
the movement was begun because of 
the crying need of an able financial 
system for the Church, and as a 
means of eliminating the begging 
the altar which has been so 
necessary in the past. 

The organization now numbers be- 
tween one and two million members, 
according to the founder, and the work 
of expanding it is going on constantly. 
Mr. Sullivan, who is an official of a 
Seattle bank, formerly was active in 
copper mining, and has now retired. 
He devotes virtually all his time to his 
hobbies—the Dollar-a-Sunday Club 
and golf.

Washington.—-February having been 
designated as Catholic Press Month by 
His Holiness Pope Pius XI, the Rt. 
Rev. Philip R. McDevitt, Bishop of 
Harrisburg, Episcopal Chairman of 
the Press Department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, makes 
an appeal to the Catholic people of 
the United States for better support 
of their religious press and offers a 
definite guggestion as to the form this 
support should take. 

Text of Bishop McDevitt’s Letter 

The full text of the Bishop's appeal 
is as follows: 

The printed word affects profoundly 
the world’s life. It manifests its 
greatest power in the daily newspaper 
In the Catholic newspaper it renders 
service to religion and morality and 
aids the Church in carrying out the 
commission to preach the Gospel of 
Christ. 

The seal and energy of the Catholic 
Press in using the printed word are 
evidenced by the more than one hun- 
dred Cathollie papers in the United 
States, with the number of readers 
estimated at 5,000,000. Many of these 
Catholic papers have an honored place 
among the influential papers of the 
country, in everything that characteri- 
zes high-class publications. 

In order that our better Catholic 
papers may widen their field of ser- 
vice, and that other Catholic papers, 
leas successful, may grow stronger, 
certain requirements are imperative. 

First, the Catholic Press must have 
the support of the Hierarchy.
